BORDER UNREST BETTER. 


Caleutta, Yesterday. 


Thirty women were arrested in 
Congress Square to-day in’ con- 
nection with a procession formed 
following the . arrival from 
Madras of Gandhi’s English dig- 
ciple, Miss Slide, (who is known 
ag “Mirabai”). . : 

The crowd stoned the Police, 
who ordered the processionists te 
disperse, "and ‘an Inspector and 
two European sergeants were in- 
jured, aa 
‘The Police subsequently raided 
Agutoch Building,: attached te 
Calcutta University, in connection 
with a demonstration, and 10 
students and 10 others not con- 
nected with_the_Ubiversity were 
injured. ; 

Hostile Activity. 

The Government of India’s ap- 
preciation of the situation up to 
September 6 states” that the 
Peshawar border is quiet, but 
hostile activities on the Kurram 
border have been causing .con- 
siderable anxiety.’ Tribesmen on 
September .4 strongly ‘attacked 
Kharlachi Village and the militis 
post, but they were repulsed.

With regard to voluntary wind- 
ing up, the winding up is to be 
deemed to commence, as before, at 
the time of the passing of the re- 
solution for voluntary winding up.

(1) Where the duration of the 
company has ‘been fixed by the

Chinese junkmen ‘were 
charged 


Bofore the interest in the recent 
“Rape of the Mace’ passes away, 
may I tell you ‘the tale of what hap- 
pened to the “Bauble” of the Fijian 
House of Commons, writes a. Times 
correspondent. 

In the early months of 1871 n.re- 
tired naval officer, '. Lieutenant 
George’ Austin Woods, arrived’ in 
Fiji to survey the Namuka Passage, 
which the mail steamers from‘Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand use on their 
way to Vancouver, San Francisco, 
and the western ports of the great 
American continent. He was a 
handsome man of great personality 


‘Twith all the dignity and manners 


of the quarter-deck. Thakombau 
was then the titular King of Fiji, 
but not recognized “ generally by 
the othe high chiefs of the Group, 
His Majesty had the profoundest 
regard for the British Navy, and 
soon evinced . much affection and 
esteem for-Mr. Woods, . and, with 
the solemn ceremonies -attendant 
upon such'an event, formally adopt: 
ed fim a3 a member of his ‘Royal 
Family and created him Tui Kamba 
(Lord of Kamba), his Majesty’s 
own second title. 

Mr. Woods, entering into Fijian 
politics with great zest, managed 
to get all.the leading chiefs and 
principal white planters together 
who formulated a constitution, 
with Thakombau as King; the here-

DIRECT LABOUR. 


Priest's. Achievement 


Stoke-on-Trent. 

A Roman. Catholic parish priest 
who, during the past” seven years, 
has played the parts of builder, 
architect, and clerk of works, has 
achieved a lifetime ambition. He 
is Father P. J. Ryan, of the Chuch 
of the Sacred, Heart, Tunstall, 
Stoke-on-Trent, who, with the. as- 
sistance of direct labour provided | 
by the members of his congregation 
and their friends, has’ completed 
after seven years’ work the great 
undertaking of erecting a new 
church at a cost of £30,000. 

The church was opened by the

Downey). The church is an im- 


| posing building of generous pro-

It is built in the Byzantine style 
of the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries, and has a sanctuary, 
a nave, and ‘four side 
chapels,” The facade is flanked ‘by 
two towers, the smaller being 9 
replica of an ancient ‘round: tower 
of early Christian -times. The’ 
church is built of Derbyshire stone 
and the four altars are of marble, 
with mosaic irilay,-made_at.Carrara, 
Italy. A striking . fenture of the 
church is the benutjful stained glass 
windows, which have been made by 
‘students at the. Burslem Schoo! 
of ‘Art who are members of the 
congregation. “They were designed 
by Mr, Gordon Forsyth, superinten- 
dent of art instruction for Stoke- 
on-Trent, who olso’ supervised the 
work, | Students in a wood carving 
class af the same school have also 
carved the benches in the ‘church.

“They have come out once "again 
with the usual shibboleths and 
parrot cries of securing East Africa 
to Western civilisation. .

DESERT MASTODONS. 


AMERICAN EXPEDITION'S 
’ FIND, 


The discovery, y. by! the Central 
Asiatic Expedition of the American 
Museum of Natural History, of the 
remains of pre-historic maatodons 
in a, lake bed of the Gobi desert: is 
pee as _ exceptionally interest- 
ng. 

Authorities consulted by a Preas 
representative compared its -value 
with ‘that of the  expedition's dis: 
covery.in the earlier deposits of the 
remains of dinosaurs from the Bg 
to adult forms, “That discovery,” 
it was remarked, {wag probably the 
most important in the history.of the 
group for many years, .And now, 
apparently, Mr, Roy Chapman 
Andrewa has found the remains of 
mastodona of huge dimensions at 
approximately all stages of growth 
from infants to adult forms. 

“Ty all fossil remains it is very 
important to get as complete a series 
as possible. Generally speaking, 
our knowledge is derived from a few 
isolated specimens; but “where you

Tax on Profits from 
Andamans Industry. - 


RICH. HAULS.” 


From October next. the Govern- 
ment of India isto tax a thriv- 
ing ‘industry: founded In the’ An- 
damian Islands by.. the Japanese, 
and for long: unnoticed officially 
by the authorities, says the States- 
man. 

In the shallow waters round. the 
islands are beds of a mollusc call- 
ed Trochus Turbo, For several 
years enterprising Japanese + have

Two Chinese’ afternoon papers 


were unabje to get out thelr regular, 
‘leditions yesterday and twa morning 


papers will be unable th visit their 
readers to-day a3 a result of a strike 


of approximately 80 compositor, | 


declared yesterday morning. i 
Tho strikers, members -¢f . the 
Chinese Printers’: Union, refused to 
report for work yesterday -morning, 
following the refusal’ of the publish- 
ers of the four Chinese newspapers 
to accede to 17 demands made by 
them, The papers affected by the 
strike are the Kong Li Po and the 
Chinese Commercial. News, morning 
papers, and the Fooklen Times anil 
the China- Post, afternoon papers. 
While the strike is apparently due 
to a misunderstanding between the 
compositors and their employers, it 
was learned on good. authority 
that Red propnganda was -at 
the bottom of the walkout. The 
police were notifled of the strike 
and secret service agents have 
started an investigation. 
Publishers of the four news- 


papers affected declared that the 
demands made by the compositors 
nre such that it will be’ imposaible 
for the papers to meet them. The 
17 demands made include a 100 per 
cent. increase in wages. The com- 
positors also demand the right to 
intervene in the employment or dis- 
dismissal of employes, and. refuse to 
work on legal, church and. Chinese 
holidays. : - 


Simultaneously with their refusal 


to report to work, the compositors: 


‘gave the publishers of the papers 
24 hours in which to act on their 
demands. ee 

The strike haa been peacaful so 
far, but the premises of-the four 
Chinege’ papers, were placed under 
police guard ‘to forestall trouble.

Rugby, Yesterday. 

The text is now issued of 
the International Load Line Con- 
vention, which w:s signed unani- 
mougly on behali of 29 countries 
at the recent London Conference, 
The convention, if ratified, will 
take effect from July 1, 1982, and 
will apply to all merchant ships of 
150 tons gross and over.engaged; 
on international voyages. 

It lays down definite rules for 
the loading of ships, according to 
the part of world’ in which they 
may be. The United Kingdom de- 
legates say in their report that the 
confidence contained technical and 
nautical representatives of all tho 
principal maritime, nations, whose 
considered opinion ‘is that the new 
rules are a marked improvement 
on anything which has gone be- 
fore. 

The delegates are satisfied that 
new rules will raise the standard 

of safety of merchant ships 
throughout the world. and draw 
attention to two . outstanding 
points, namely, the protection. of 
deck openings and the introduc. 
tion for the first: time on British 
ships of special load lines for tim- 
ber ships and tankers. 

The extreme’ importance of pro- 
tecting all deck openings in: bad 
weather is recognised by all sea- 
men, and'the rules on this sub-. 
ject are more definite than. ever 
before. Uniform loading rules for 
ships of all nations are establish- 
ed for the first tim eer
